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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group A, claim(s) 58-64 and 76-91 , drawn to a removable element with a cutting sleeve 
and a biopsy needle. 

Group B, claim(s) 66-68 and 98-100, drawn to the relationships of various housing 
segments. 

Group C, claim(s) 65, 69-75 and 92-96, drawn to electronics and the user interface, 
including a control panel and keys. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups A-C do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: United States Patent 
4989614 (Deijter, Jr et al.) discloses a biopsy device for tissue collection, comprising: a 
housing (casing 1 Figure 13) containing a power source (battery 92 (not shown) in 
chamber 90 Figure 13); and a removable element (disposable syringe assembly 
Column 4 lines 8-10), comprising a biopsy needle module (needle 2 Figure 13) and a 
pressure source (syringe 4 and plunger 5 Figure 13), wherein the removable element is 
configured for integration into the housing (Figure 13 illustrates the removable element 
integrated into the housing); wherein the biopsy device can be held in a single hand of a 
physician, having no cables or lines extending from the housing to external units (Figure 
13); as such, there is lack of unity a posteriori as this group of features (in Applicant's 
claim 57) is not a technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. 

3. A telephone call was made to David Laub on 1 December 2008 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 



made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
